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Anatomy of an Anatolian Museum

In 1992 work began on cataloguing the ancient coins held by the Museum 
at Amasya in Turkey, some six hours journey by bus north-east of 
Ankara. The town, which as Amaseia had at one time been the royal cap- 
ital of the kingdom of Pontus and was the birthplace of the geographer 
Strabo, is now a regional capital. The numismatic collection is extensive, 
as might be expected from a site continuously inhabited for over two 
and a half millennia. Apart from Greek, Roman Imperial, Roman 
Provincial and Byzantine material, it also contains coins from the Mongol, 
Seljuk and Ottoman periods, as well as a not insignificant scattering of 
European and world coins dating from the medieval period onwards 
acquired by the museum over recent years. In 1992 the ancient coins com- 
prised some 6,000 specimens, though in the last two years this has ex- 
panded rapidly as a result of excavation and the purchase of material of- 
fered to the museum by those living in the locality, who frequently make 
chance finds on their land. 


In order to gain an overall view of the collection in the one week avail- 
able in 1992, the first year of study, we looked at the early and late 
years, specifically 1929-69 and 1988-91, a wide timespread but in fact con- 
stituting less than 10% of the whole. Nevertheless, this was enough to 
indicate the breadth of material and to provide some preliminary indi- 
cation of the economic trade routes involved in antiquity, as coins of oth- 
er cities were either lost or hidden away within the locality of Amaseia. 


The collection began in 1929, soon after the establishment of the modern 
Turkish state. In some respects, therefore, Amasya might be expected to 
mirror the local accessioning policies of a number of provincial Turkish 
museums. Even the most cursory glance at the record holdings, for in- 
stance, shows how slow the growth of the collection was in its early years, 
with transactions often comprising a single coin, and many years seeing 
the acquisition of not a single ancient specimen. It is clear indeed that the 
vast majority of the collection as it stood before 1992 was acquired in the 
period 1970-1988, and even here the period 1970-1977 accounts for on- 
ly some 1770 coins, as the 1993 season (still being analysed) showed. 


For a number of years the collection has been the concern of the present 
Director, Sayin Ahmed Ytice, who with minimal works of reference avail- 
able has processed the acquisitions in all periods. Apart from individu- 
al specimens and a number of groups set out in display cases, the ma- 
jority of the collection is stored in paper envelopes kept in large trays, 
which maximises density of storage but makes reference to the large 
inventory ledgers essential for any preliminary location of ancient ma- 
terial. 


Once taken into the museum each coin is given an accession number. 
This has three elements: first a year number, then a transaction num- 
ber, and finally the specific coin number within the transaction. In this 
way it is possible to see how the collection has expanded from year to 
year, the size and variety of individual transactions, and the presence 
of hoard material within the collection. In addition to accession numbers 
the inventory ledgers also include such information as the name of the 
finder, occasionally where found, the price paid (itself highly illumi- 
nating for students of recent monetary inflation), and a preliminary anal- 
ysis of the coin involved. 
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The discovery of hoard material within the collection might at first sight 
seem a simple process involving no more than the grouping together 
of similar material within a single accession transaction. The fact, how- 
ever, that individual transactions often contain material from a wide 
range of periods suggests a process of amalgamation by the finder, so 
that similar material may be no more than the result of chance accumu- 
lation before it is offered to the museum. True hoards emerge when iden- 
tical or almost identical material makes up a significant part of a trans- 
action. In fact, the 1992 season revealed only two definite hoards, ac- 
quired in 1968 (Claudius Gothicus) and 1988 (Theodosian dynasty). This 
in itself was somewhat surprising when compared to the preliminary 
findings from the 1993 season and from cataloguing the collection held 
in the museum at Amasra (ancient Amastris) on the Turkish Black Sea 
coast in 1991. 


Unlike a national museum the stock at Amasya includes material in all 
states of preservation - from the almost pristine, to coins either so heav- 
ily encrusted that valuable information is obscured or so worn as to be 
beyond precise identification. The latter is often the case with coins from 
the early Byzantine period, especially the reigns of Anastasius (AD 
491-518) and Justin I (AD 518-527), or from the late 4th century - the pe- 
riod of Theodosius, Honorius and Arcadius - indicating that such coins 
remained in circulation for long periods. 


Another area of uncertainty involves those coins often described as Greek 
Imperial, i.e. the local coinage of the Roman empire before the reforms 
of Diocletian. Here a combination of wear, the similarity of motifs used 
by some cities and the continuing shortage of reference material often 
makes analysis a long and painful process. That said, however, it soon 
became evident that Amasya in antiquity had important trading rela- 
tions on a north-south axis, between Amisus (modern Samsun on the 
Black Sea coast to the north), Caesarea Cappadocia (modern Kaiseri to 
the south) and beyond, to Cilicia. 


Another interesting feature is the relative richness or paucity of materi- 
al between periods. The preliminary survey disclosed, for instance, lit- 
tle Greek material before the Hellenistic period, and even this was in 
short supply until the reign of Mithradates VI, the last king of Pontus 
who reigned from 120 to 63 BC and established a unified system of 
coinage for his empire. The same is true at the other end of antiquity with 
few specimens between the reign of Heraclius (610-641 AD) and the 
period of anonymous folles issued between 970 and 1080 AD when there 
is the expected explosion of both numbers and types. Over all, howev- 
er, there was the predictable preponderance of bronze compared with 
silver and gold, the latter in fact being better represented by Venetian 
Ducats than by coins from antiquity.

The Figural Bronze Fals of the 
; Urmmayads of Spain 


Peter Lampinen 


Although the Visigoths had held sway over Spain since the middle of 
the 5th century, they never succeeded in forming a stable central gov- 
ernment. In 711, when the Ummayad slave general Tarik invaded the 
peninsula from North Africa with a small army, he easily defeated the 
army of the last king, Roderic, at the Guadalquiver and scattered the 
Visigothic forces. The Arab advance would not be stopped until the bat- 
tle of Poitiers in 732, at the borders of France. 


The degraded coinage of the last Visigoths was quickly replaced with 
the standard precious metal issues of the Arabs, which followed the re- 
strictions on pictorial types imposed in 695. There was along with these 


issues a very small issue of bronze fulus (folles), including an unique fig- 
ural type. This rare issue is described in Walker, pg. 222, \norburn 12, 
The 3 Eee has the first part of the standard Islamic religious formula, 


the Kalima- “There is no God but God, who has no associate”. This is 
continued in the reverse margin as “Mohammed is the Prophet of 
God”, with a central device of a helmeted head facing ae (Fig. 1 and 
2). An unrecorded variety features a star above the “Allah” on the re- 
verse. (Fig 3). This example is twice the weight of the rest of the group, 
and the star may indicate a change in weight standard. 


Although a few figural types were used in mints in the east in the early 
years afc Ummayad dynasty, the use of human figures was very re- 
stricted after the termination of the Byzantine imitative issues around 
695, and there is no direct antecedent for the type used on the Spanish 
bronzes. The use of this figural human type in Spain has never been 
adequately explained, although the likely assumption was made that 
the figure was adapted from the helmeted busts most frequently en- 
countered on late Roman solidi. If anything, the head most resembles 





the helmeted busts on certain Hellenistic Indo-Baktrian silver coins! There 
appears, however, to be a closer candidate for the prototype in the re- 
cently identified small bronze nummi of the Visigoths themselves. These 
Pies exemplified by Crusafont types 12 and 13-17 from Toleto and 

merita respectively (Fig. 4 and 5), have as an obverse type an imperial 
diademed bust right or left, typical of the late Roman and Byzantine 
bronzes. However, as the Visigothic series diverged from the original 
the bust developed ina lar manner, the forehead flattening out and 
the diadem becoming a broad slash across the top of the head. It seems 
likely that the Arab engravers adopted this design, improving the ren- 
dition, and created a head wearing a broad flat Reme which does re- 
semble the flat “sallet” helmet used in medieval Europe, although 
there is no evidence the form was developed at this early a date. 


The Visigothic bronze coinage appears to have developed late in the 
kingdom's history, around 650. The types would have been familiar to 
the populace at the time of the invasion of 711, and would easily have 
been accepted on the coinage of the new rulers of Spain, who rapidly ac- 
climated to the region, adopting many features of the culture. A process 
that would eventually result in the brilliant unique culture of medieval 
oben The striking of these rare figural bronzes must have been limit- 
in scope, and were seabal discontinued at the latest at the estab- 
lishment of the independent Ummayad emirate in Spain in 756.

PERSEUS VS ROME: Pay for Cretan Mercenaries in the employ of 
Perseus while he battled with Rome. According to Richard Ashton's most 
recent research (Numismatic Chronicle, 1988), these Psuedo-Rhodian 
drachms can be dated to circa 171-170 BC. They were struck by Perseus 
to pay mercenary Cretan troops in his employ in Thessaly while he 
battled Rome.

Carus and His Sons. Carus was Praetorian Prefect when he led a re- 
volt in Raetia against Probus. Probus was in Sirmium in the Balkans 
when news of the revolt reached him and caused his army to mutiny 
and murder him -- the army already enraged at having been employed 
on public works. Carus was then declared Emperor by the army and his 
two sons, Numerian and Carinus, were given the rank of Caesar shorty 
thereafter. Carinus was left to guard the West while Carus and Numerian 
continued Probus' plans for an eastern campaign. Carus was soon mur- 
chee although officially it was stated that he ee been struck by light- 
ning! 


Numerian was murdered in late 284 on his return trip to Rome by his 

prefect Aper, who was subsequently murdered by the senior military 

officers. One of those officers was Diocletian, who was then proclaimed 

emperor. Carinus, after defeating the usurper Julian near Verona, moved 

against his new rival, and aclose-fought battle became meaningless when 
arinus was assassinated by one athis own tribunes.

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Arab-Byzantine Fals of Emisa 


Byzantine forces quickly collapsed before the crusading, newly 
Islamic, Arab armies, and by 642 all of the former Roman provinces 
of Syria and Palestine had been lost to the Empire. The new Arab 
rulers, rather than establishing one central mint for the region, 
allowed a number of small localized mints to produce coinage for 
the area. These mints for the most part struck bronze fals copied 
from the Byzantine folles in cauldon at the time. One of the 
largest mints in operation was at Emisa (modern Homs) in Syria. 
Coins of the emperor Constans II, as Seaby types 1000 and 1004, 
were imitated closely, even to the Christian cross held by the 
emperor. Instead of the emperor’s name, the obverse bilingual 
legend read in Greek and Arabic “Good”, i.e. good metal 
acceptable for circulation. Some of the standing emperor types 
include the further Arabic legend “Mohammed Is the prophet of 
Allah”, possibly the earliest appearance of this phrase on coinage. 
The reverse had the denominational M with the mint name, also in 
Greek and Arabic. What is also remarkable about the series is the 
incredible number of varieties of field marks, combinations of stars, 
pellets, annulets and other symbols. It is almost impossible to find 
two identical coins in this series! We can offer two types:

LATE ARRIVALS 


“Quinarii” of the Allobroges, 
Foes and Allies of the Romans 


The Allobroges were already a powerful tribe in the region of the 
modern French-Swiss border when Hannibal passed through Gaul 
on his invasion route to Italy. They and their allies, the Arverni, 
resisted the Roman advance into Gaul, and enous Fabius 
defeated their chieftain Bitiutus at Vindalium in 121 BC, Cicero 
would claim in the middle of the Ist Ses BC thaethe 
Allobroges were the only Gallic tribe that could make effective war 
against the Romans. The revolt of Catugnatus in 61 BC was a 
reminder of the strength of the Allobroges. Nevertheless, or 
perhaps because they did retain some sense of autonomy, the 
Allobroges were gradually drawn into the Roman sphere of 
influence, and they were one of the first tribes to adopt the Roman 
denarius as a design for their coins. By the time of Caesar’s 
operations in Gaul the ae willingly supported him against 
the rebel Vercingetorix, and in the empire their centers at 
Lugdunum and Vienne became among the most Romanized of 
Gallic cities. 


These small silver coins, of Roman design, are known as quinaril, 
showing only one of the Dioscuri instead of both as on the 
denarius. According to Derek Allen in Catalogue of the Celtic 
Coins in the British Museum (CCCBM), they first appeared in the 
first half of the 1st century BC, and the type in this group, with 
BRI(C)/ COMA(N) legends, appears to be related to the 
Catugnatus revolt of 61 BC. Hoards of these coins, with no Roman 
coins mixed in, are found in the region of the revolt, and the 
careless manner in which they were struck suggests a hurried 
minting operation in less than ideal circumstances. They are 
invariably struck off-center, with many double-strikes and partial 
or full brockages. Another oddity a aan, noted is the use of 
paired obverse dies. These are not double struck, but actual tandem 
dies used to strike two coins at a time, with elements of both dies 





showing when the coins are off-center.
